SUPT. LONG WON’T EXPLAIN 


Says Public Policy Demands

OSSINING, N. Y., April 20.—The State 
Board of Parole granted a parole to- 
day to Izzy Presser, a New York gun- 
man sentenced in 1915 to a sixteen- 
year term for — ——— and since 
called “Czar ‘of Sing Sing’’ for flout- 
ing prison rules without punishment. 
Presser will be released on May 29. 
but present plans call for his imme- 
‘diate arrest by the authorities of New 
Jersey, where he is wanted to serve a 
two-to-three-year term for conspiracy 
to rob. 

The New Jersey offense was commit- 
ted during the period between Press- 
er’s escape from a road gang at the 
Great. Meadow Prison in 1921 and his 
eventual discovery while a 
‘term:.on another charge in ‘ New 
Jersey State prison in 1925. On his 
return to Sing Sifig he was “docked” 
924 days for his éscape, as well as 16 
additional days for possessing narcot- 
ics in Sing Sing. ‘

WASHINGTON, April 29. — Differ- 
ences between President Coolidge and 
Western members of Congress over 
farm relief legislation have assumed a 
tensity which promises to develop into 
a bitter factional fight in the Senate 
that may delay adjournment and lay 
the basis for the 1928 Republican cam- 
paign. 

The developments came suddenly 
when eleven Western Senators met 
late yesterday and adopted resolutions 
favoring farm relief legislation which 
would take care of surplus crops. They 
asserted that they would block ad- 
journment until relief legislation, more 
drastic in character than anything 
favored by President Coolidge, is en- 
acted.

McMaster of South Dakota,;T’ 
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First Centgry Roman Rains 
Are Unearthed in Cologne

COLOGNE, April 29.—The ruins of 
a Roman settlement, by far the 
most important ever found in Ger- 
many, which date back to the early 
decades’ of the first century,- have 
been unearthed during excavations: 
for a Cologne athletic park. 
Fragments of carved stones re- 
sembling the Roman architectural 
style found about six inches below 
the surface aroused ‘the interest of 
local archaeologists, who directed 
the work of uncovering what was 
evidently a manor house with 
buildings for housing servants and 
animals. 


Numerous baths, many of them in 
an excellent state of preservation 
end evidently dating from the mid-~ 
dle. of the third century, and in- 
struments left by the Romans, have 
been ‘unearthed. 

The whole series of buildings, ‘ 
which consisted of eight major 
buildings forming a square measur- 
ing 800 feet on each side, is under- 
mined by an excellent system of 
sewers. One of the cellars contains 
& stove showing signs of much use 
and a complete supply of cooking 
utensils as well as banquet hall 
plate. ‘

His request called for immediate 
betterments involving an expenditure 
during the current year of $3,432,476.75. 
In reply to questions, he estimated 
that the changes, if granted, would 
add about $7,250,000 in round figures, 
in personnel alone, to the police budget 
for next year. : 

The Commissioner called for 3,000 
additional patrolmen, besides the 600 
already authorized, for whom funds 
have been provided. Stressing the im- 
portance of ddequate motor vehicle 
equipment and remarking that ‘“fliv- 
vers” were not fast enough to cope 
with bandits using the best types of 
high-power cars, he ‘asked nearly 
$259,000 in an immediate appropriation 
for police motor vehicles, which he 
would apportion as follows:

TONERVOUS HUMANS} 


They Might Benefit by Animals’ 
Example, Dr. Bailey Tells 
Mammalogists. 


NANSEN’'S MEN ‘EXAMPLES 


Explorers Neared Beare’ Sleeping 
Record, He Says—Canada’s Game 
; Paradise Described. 


Hibernation for human beings as a 
remedy for nervous disorders was dis- 
cussed as a serious possibility, by the 
American Society. of Mammalogists, 


meeting at the American Museum of 
Natural History yesterday. 

After describing the hibernating hab- 
its of some small mammals, such as 
chipmunks, squirrels, pockét mice and 
raccoons, Dr. Vernon Baiky of the 
United States Biological Survey said: 

“It is quite within the range of pos- 
sibility that hibernation may be ap- 
plied to human + sag fc we under- 
stand it—especially in nervous troubles 
where absolute rest and quiet are es- 
sential. There are instances already 
on record which lead me to believe that 
this is possible. Most of us have read 
the story of Fridtjof Nansen’s experi- 
ence on the Fram, when his men slept 
twenty-three hours a day, waking o 
for a bite to eat. That was about as 
near to actual hibernation as the bears 
get, for instance. 

“Then there are stories of the Rus- 
when food. is 
scarce,’ deliberately go ‘into a state 
approaching hibernation as the most 
economical means of passing the Win- 
ter. In many cases the possibilities of 
that sort of thing—for the undoubted 
—— which -iight result—seem to 

e gvorth keeping in mind in studying 
this problem of the ‘hibernation ' of 
animals.’* 


Telis of Deathlike Sleep. é 

Dr. Bailey told of experiments. he 
had conducted with jumping mice of 
the genera Zapus and Napeozapus to 
determine the causes of their long hi- 
bernation, which in many cases pro- 
duces a complete torpor ‘‘something 
between sleep and death.” .In_ the 


case of ordinary mice, he said, ‘‘sleep 
progresses until the body becomes 
cold and the vital activities seem to be 
suspended. Uniess one is aware of 
the phenomenon it is impossible to de- 
tect the ordinary signs of life by a su- 
perficial examination.” 

Dudley J. Morton of the Yale. School 
of Surgery and a member of the 
Museum of Natural History staff, read 
a paper on the origin of man’s erect 
posture, which later received the offi- 
cial commendation of the society. 

This erect posture, Dr. Morton said, 
was not,a result of evolution from a 
semi-erect or four-footed posture, but 
an inheritance from the days when 
man’s ancestors climbed trees ‘and 


of moving along the ground. He said 
that ‘“‘man came to the ground at 
precisely the right time—when his 
centre of weight enabled him to come 
down from the trees an erect biped 
and not a quadruped.” The gibbon, 
one of the anthropoid apes, is the only 
other animal beside man «which 
eet walks upright, Dr. - Morton 


Fluctuations of animal life in the 
Northwest were discussed at the after- 
noon session by Ernest-- Thompson- 
Seton, who produced statistics of the 
.Hudson Bay Company to show varia- 

ons in the year-to-year — of 
fur-bearing animals.

“The outstanding example was that 
of the rabbit,” said Mr. Seton. ‘In 
1886 it was a rabbit year in the North- 
west. Literally there were billions of 
rabbits; the prairies were alive with 
them. Those who knew what rabbits 
had done in Australia became alarmed. 
But the next Spring the inevitable 

plague came; hardly a single live rab- 
bit could be seen anywhere, and wher- 
ever you went you found dead rabbits 

strewing the fields and the-woods.”

Guidance is requested from 
ithe best guides. ‘ This method has now 
been followed through years in the 
administration of the various Rocke- 
feller funds, as also in the personal 
gifts made in distribution of a great 
fortune. Into these philanthropies has 
been introduced the same spirit of effi- 
ciency that helped to build up the vast 
business which produced the large 
sums of money devoted to education, 
to medicine, to hospitals, and to the 
whole range of inquiry and relief on a 
large scale with which the Rockefeller 
name is now associated. __ 

A well-organized and admirable sys- 
tem of philanthropy has been de- 
veloped. There is nothing haphazard 
or impulsive about it. Nothing is left 
to chance. Everything is minutely 
studied by capable minds, and the exe- 
cution is entrusted to skilled hands. 
Nothing like it had ever been known 
in the world previously. The central 
idea was to make philanthropy scien- 
tific and effective, without robbing it 
of the humane element. It is a com- 
bination. wonderfully illustrated in the 
Rockefeller charities. It shows what 
can be done when a great organizing 
ability devotes itself to ministering in 
the best way to the most pressing 
needs of people in all parts of the 


world,

A NEW POLICY. 

If a plain tale could put down the 
fabricators of the “Aluminum scan- 
dal,’ they would not long survive the 
statement which Mr. W. EB. Hus- 
PHREY made before the -Economit 
Club. It is true that the Federal 
‘Trade Commission refused to turn over 
certain papers to the Department of 
Justice; but to represent the fact as 
proof of collusion with crooked bual- 
ness is, as Mr. Humpursy put it, a 
“‘lie with circumstance.” The rule 
which forbade surrendering the papers 
** was adopted and in force long before 
the Aluminum case arose ’’; it is part 
and parcel of a new policy. by which 
the commission hopes to avold the 
errors. of its past and to emerge as an 
effective defender of public right. 

The conditions which the commission 
was created to regulate are relatively 
new, are rapidly developing and are 
not in themselves evil—far from it. 
The larger integration of business into 
trade associations and the like is sus- 
ceptible of great abuses of power, but. 
also of great advances in economy 
and efficiency, and 0 in national. 
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and punish the illegal acts of *‘ the 
10 per cent. that is crooked,’’ but 
also to aid,.or at least to act in un- 
derstanding of, new developments in 
business practice which are in the 
public interest. In both endeavors it 
finds it of advantage to enter into 
frank and confidential relations with 
expanding wusiness concerns, and to 
that end made the rule that informa- 
tion imparted in confidence should 
be respected as confidential. The cry 
that the commission was willfully 
thwarting the Department of Justice 
is political buncombe, peculiarly dan- 
gerous because calculated to thwart 
an intelligent and sincere effort to 
promote the prosperity of the nation 
as a whole. 

That this new policy of the Federal 
Trade Commission will prove success- 
ful it is as yet too early to say; but, 
judging by the history of the anal- 
ogous efforts of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, it is far too early 
to predict failure. Its credo of nega- 
tions as phrased by Mr. Humpurer is 
eloquent of—among other things—thé 
possibilities of political opposition and 
“lies with circumstance ’’: 

We do not believe that success is 
a crime; we do not believe that 
failure is a virtue. 

We do not believe that wealth is 
presumptively wrong; we do not be- 
lieve that poverty is presumptively 
right. 

We do notwbelieve that industry, 
economy, honesty and brains should 
be’ penalized; we do not believe that 
incompetency, extravagance, idle- 
ness and inefficiency should be 
glorified. 

That the dominant forces in our 
American character are at one with 
this creed is obvious; but it is equally 
clear that the dominant conceptions in 
the popular mind are opposed to it. 
And of late these conceptions have 
developed considerable driving power 

.of the political sort. 


WARRING ON THE MOSQUITO. 
At Grant’s Pass, Oregon, the mer- 
cury stood at 98 degrees yesterday. 
Summer may sit down hard in the 
lap of Spring hereabouts at any time 
now and refuse to get up until the 
woods are in full leaf. The season 
has. been ‘lamentably backward, but 
with rising temperature the jazz of 
mosquito bands will soom be heard. 
In April forty-seven States turn to 
New Jersey to learn the rules of ex- 
termination. Long ago it took the 
lead in campaigning against the nul- 
sance, with such success that mil- 
lions of dollars have been added to 
taxable values. New Jersey was 
stung into action not by the mosquito, 
but by the libel that all the pests 
that devastate the North Atlantic 
States are born within her territory. 
It was a wicked invention, accepted 
as gospel truth by generations of 
New Yorkers. 
Last August their own Board of 
Health began a drive in the three 
greater. boroughs against mosquito 
hordes that were taking all the joy 
out of life by the bite that follows 
the buzz. Sanitary supervisors earned 
the gratitude of New Jersey by man- 
fully acknowledging that mosquito 
clouds originated here, although it 
had to be admitted that ‘they were 
thickest in Canarsie, Jamaica and 
Flatlands. The Corona and Flushing 
marshes also bred their millions. As 
a matter of fact, mosquitos are na- 
tive all the way from Nogales to 
Point Barrow. In the woods of the 
White Mountains and the Maine wil- 
derness they make life almost insup- 
portable In July. A census would 
show that most parts of New Jersey 
are heavenly by comparison. .In that 
Commonwealth the smallest stiletto- 
wielder on earth, the midge, is a 
rarity, whereas in the high New Eng- 
land woods he draws more blood than 
mosquitos many times his weight. 
New Jersey is determined to exter- 
minate the mosquito. Josh Billings 
was entirely wrong wher he said that 
“the musketeer has inh. ited this 
“world since its. creation, and will 
“hang’ around here until business 
“closes.” The State Entomologist, 
Dr. THomas J. HEADLER, promises 
that the mosquito will vanish from 
New Jersey if the authorities do their 
duty. It depends upon the strength 
that is in union and the poisons that 
can be used on still water, whether It 
be in a marsh or a tomato can. The 
coastal regions, with the ald of the 
State, are draining and kerosening so 
methodically that in the course of six 
years the salt-water breed" should be 
only a memory. So says Dr. HEADLEE. 
is now 300 years since mosquitos 
pestered the settlers of New Sweden 
on the’ Delaware so abominably that 
they built a fort called Mockeborg as 
a refuge. Science has at last doomed

Every year the New Jersey Mos- 
quito Extermination Association holds 
a convention at Atlantic City to com- 
pare potes and plan the annual cam- 
paign. Scientific: men from far and 
wide attend. At ¢he last meeting As- 
sistant Director ArTHuUR Sreincer. of 
the Gorgas Memorial Institute de- 
clared that mosquitos caused 3,000,000 
cases of malaria annually. He esti- 
mated the economic loss at $100,000,- 
000. This was probably a cautious 
statement. Moreover, it ignored the 
blight suffered by communities which 
would ‘have much higher property ap- 
praisals if the pest were swept away. 
Kerosening as a remedy has been a 
godsend, but the Department of Agri- 
culture hes shown that wide areas 
can be rid of mosquitos by scattering 
paris green dust and deadly chemicals 
from airplanes. For all their ferocity 
they can easily be disposed of. The 
paris green. dust when mixed with 
Tripoli earth is most affective. The 
Chemical Warfare Service has been 
very helpful. with suggestions. Dr. 
Witt1iaM Rupo.tpeyH of the New Jer- 
sey Agricultural Experiment Station 
treats waters in which mosquitos 


G. Lipman, another New Jersey spe- 
cialist, calculates that a million idle 
acres in the State could be opened 
to cultivation by exterminating the

TRANSATLANTIC PURITANS. 

M..Brianp has just got another vote 
of confidence. This time it was not 
the budget or Morocco or Syria, but 
the Government's action in ‘ousting 
from the stage of the Théatre Fran- 
cais the play “La Carcasse,’’ which 
created a scandal at the premiére last 
week. The audience denounced the 
play as a slander on the honor of the 
French Army, the Government as 
owner of the Comédie Francaise sus- 
tained the audience, and the Chamber 
of Deputies by 350 votes to 152 has 
sustained the Government, If in the 
environs of the Café de la Rotonde 
there still hover a few of the Ameri- 
can exiles who sought refuge from 
their: inhibited, Puritanized and sup- 
pressed native land in the generous 
atmosphere of the Seine, the “ La Car- 
camse ’* incident must have given them 
a shock. . 

It is anti-Puritan France which has 
the worst record for invoking the sec- 
ular arm in defense of public morals 
imperiled by literature. It goes back 
nearly three-quarters of a century to 
Gustave Fuavsert, who was prose- 
cuted, though acquitted, for endanger- 
ing public:«morals with ‘ Madame 
Bovary.”” . Later BavpgLAIRB was 
brought to trial for his “Fleurs de 
Mal” and found guilty. Two years 
ago Victor Maraveritte’s ‘La Gar- 
conne”’ stirred up violent protests. 
The book itself was not banned, but 
the film based on the story was sup- 
pressed and the author was expelled 
from the Legion of Honor. Incidentally 
Budapest, which is occupied in manu- 
facturing “ginger’® for export to 
America, refused to permit the publi- 
Cation of La Garconne.” It is a com- 
mon reproach against the New Eng- 
land of the nineteenth century that it 
refused due recognition to Epcar 
ALLAN Pom because of certain per- 
sonal irregularities and to Wauz WarIt- 
man because of departures from good 
taste. Buf Pons’s French translator, 
Bavupeiare, .had his troubles with the 
censor, and Emig Zoua never got into 
the French Academy, 

The: guardians of public morals, 
then, do. occasionally assert them- 
selves in France. Across the Channel 
the Lord Chancellor has at last de- 
cided, after no more than thirty years’ 
deliberation, to permit the production 
of “Mrs. Warren's Profession ’—not 
more than twenty years after its per- 
formance in New York City. In view 
of the fact that in this country we 
have a habit of killing Clean Book 
bills, and Judges have a habit of over- 
ruling moral decisions by members of 
the Cabinet at Washington, the case 
against American witch-hunting is not 
so damning as is usually assumed. 
Foreign writers, and especially Eng- 
lishmen, have been hard on the stand- 
ardized American civilization whose 
objects, as one of them has written, 
are “to ‘substitute ‘ cleanliness for 
“beauty; mechanism for men and 
** hypocrisy for morals.”* Still, there 
are “Mrs. Warren’s Professién™ in 
London and “La Carcasse” in Paris.

Back Again—Call Money: 
. Goes to 4%, 


Although reflecting the more cheerful 
feeling in financial circles, the stock 
market made no great headway yes- 
terday. Early advances were numer- 
“pot several of them ranging from 

5, points, but most of the rise was 
pls before the close and a fairly 
long list. of shares ended at net de- 
clines. The late downward reaction 
was naturally ascribed to the rise of 

money to 4 per cent., following 
last Friday’s decline to 3. But the 
4 per cent. rate had little significance; 
it compares with a 5% per cent. at 
end of March and will probably disap- 
pear as quickly as that rate did, on 
completion of the month-end payments. 

The New York Reserve Bank’s week- 
ly statement showed rather prompt re- 
sults from the lower rediscount rate. 
Bills discounted have increased nearly 
$79,400,000 for the week while they have 
decreased slightly at the other Reserve 
banks and the New York reserve per- 
centage has fallen from 881-3 to 83%. 
This leaves the ratio still much above 
the prevailing figure elsewhere in the 
system and substantially above the 
New York percentage of a year ago. 
‘While a Stock Exchange movement 
such as yesterday’s, in its general lack 
of sustained advances, reflects clear- 
ly enough the absence of active out- 


| side participation and the purely pro- 


fessional character of the market, it 
equally provides further proof that the 
downward readjustment is definitely 
over. Mercurial Wall Street always 
takes the extreme view according to 
its mood. A very little time ago, no 
end could be seen to the fall in prices; 
now that the fall is checked, resump- 
tion of a continuous “bull movement” 
is at once a matter of prediction. 
Events do not often happen in that 
impulsive way, but the present attitude 
of the market is at least evidence that 
the financial community as a whole 
is now beginning to read the business 


An increase of. 791,000,000 francs in dis- 


counts, accompanied by expansion 
198,800,000 in note circulation, resulted 


next two weekly reports which will 
fully indicate the scope of the period- 
ical drain on the bank’s resources. At 
the figure of yesterday’s statement the 
note circulation stood 633,000,000 francs 
below the high point reached on April 


7, after the Treasury had borrowed 


1,250,000,000 francs in the preceding 
week. 

Of that large borrowing, 1,100,000,000 
has subsequently been repaid; which 
is a much better showing than has 
been made in any month this year. Of 
the 1,200,000,000 francs borrowed at the 
beginning. of March, only 700,000,000 
was paid back before the month was 
over; of 900,000,000 borrowed in Feb- 
ruary, 600,000,000 was repaid. ‘In Jan- 
uary the large amount of 1,750,000,000 
francs was paid off during the month, 
but the Treasury had borrowed 1,950,- 
000,000 in the closing fortnight of De- 
cember. The better results for April 
will add interest to the later May re- 
ports. At some point the new taxa- 
tion, part of which is to be applied 
immediately, must affect the opera- 
tion. On the other hand, holders of 
3,161,000,000 francs of the internal 
bonds maturing on May 20 have given 
notice that they will look for redemp- 
tion in cash and, although recent state- 
ments for the Government have de- 
clared that some of these notices were 
afterward rescinded, the immediate re- 
quirement of additional bank notes will 
be considerable.
